The data in Table 1 for Spri^ng 19 80 show that: 



e slightly more than two^thirds of the potential 
registrants enrolled, ranging from 84 percent of 
health and 80 percent of food services ma j ors to 
37 percent of unclassified students. Seventy 
percent of liberal arts majors registered in their 
second semester , 

@ a higher proportion of new students (72%) than 
transfers (61%) registered, except in health 
(83% vs 84%) and food services (77% vs 89%), 

m a higher percentage of females (71%) than males (66%) 
^ registered* This was especially true for new 
students ; three-'fourths of the females registered, 

• a high proportion of students with passing grades (75%) 
registered, while slightly more than half of the students 
placed on probation enrolled in Spring 19 80, 

• a high percentage (84%) of students with financial 
aid registered (ranging from 74^% to 100%, depending 
on the size of the award) * The registration

The dc^ta in Table 3 tor Fall 1979 show that: 



m Fall 1979 entering students attempted an average 
10.0 credits^ earned an average 6.8 credits, and 
had an average credit-^completi'^m ratio of 6 8 
percent. Liberal arts majors had averages slightly 
lower Lhan the overall averages (9.8, 6.4, 0,65^ 
respectively) , The prograra riverages ranged from 
health services (16/0, 12*6, 0 . 79^ respectively) to 
public service (6*3, 3,9, 0 , 62^ respectively) ; only 
unclassified students attempted fewer credits (5,9), 

m new students^ compared. to transfer students, attempted 
more credits (10.3 vs 9,4), but had a lower CCR 
(0,66 vs 0,71) . 

m males attempted more credits (10,2 vs 9.9), but 
females had a slightly higher CCR (0,70 vs 0,65). 

© students with passing grades, compared to probationary 
students, attempted almost the same number (10.0 vs 10,1) 
but earned more credits (8,0 vs 3*7) for a CCR (0.81 
vs 0,36), more than two times greater, 

© students receiving some financial aid, compared to 
those with none, attempted more (12.2 vs 9.9) and

In addition, for new students only, the data show that: 

0 Students with placement test scores , compaired to those 
with none, attempted more credits (10,6 vs 8.5 for 
both math and English), earned more credits (7*1 vs 
5.3 math, 7,0 vs 5.4 English) and earned a slightly 
higher CCR. (0.67 vs 0.63 for both math and English), 

a students who registered in a math or English course, 
^ compared to those who did not, attempted 4%pre credits 

(11,8 vs 9,6 math, 11,9 vs 9,8 English) and earned 
more credits (8.1 vs 6,3 math, 8.1 vs 6.4 English) 
which resulted in a slightly higher CCR (0.68 vs 0.65 
math, 0,68 vs 0,66, English), Compared to students 
enrolled in English courses, it Is interesting to note 
the wider range in CCRs amnng students enrolled in 
math courses (lower course, 0.75 to higher course, 0,63).

K carfeful eKamination of the data for Fall 1979 and Fall 1975 ^ 
entering students shows that their enrollment patterns are 
undergoing some change*' For eKampler new students in Fall; 1979 
comprised a smalliir proportion of the entering group, Theif 
and the transfers also had considerably lower full--time rates 
as well as Jower regis tratlbn rates in the^second semester* \ 
We know that full--tlme rates reflect . not only the . decisions of_ 
the students to c^rry full-time loads but also their fortune 
-in. being able to register for the courses they desire. Responses 
of the Tall '1979 group on the Continuing Student Survey showed 
that\30 percent strongly disagreed^ that^they were able to 
enroll in most of the courses they wanted. 

^ The data pre.^ented in this report add to an already large pool 
of data on the Fall 1979 entering grroup/ as contained in the 
following Student Flow Program repdrtsi "Selected Characteris- 
tics of Fall 1979 Entering Students" (Report 2), "Results of 
the Fall 1979 Entering Student Survey" (Report 3)^ and "Responses 
of the Fall 1979 Entering Students to the Spring 1980 Continuum 
Student Survey "(Report 4).
